BENDIGO. 

(From, 9»r own Correspondent. ) 

September 24, 187% 

The high winds prevalent of late have con- 
siderably reduced the stock of snow ; in con- 
sequence, water is rathOT too plentiful, and 
sluicers, with an eye to the future supply, 
have arrived at the concluuon that it is pos- 
sible to have “too much of a good thing.” A 
few refreshing showers fell yesterday. Crops 
and vegetation generally will feel the benefit 
thereof, as it is the first rain that has fallen 
since the seed was put in in this district. 

I visited the reefs yeateiday, aiid legrot 
that I found so little to report. The gully 
in which the Colclough mill stands brought the 
legend of Sleepy Hollow forcibly to my mind ; 
stilinesa reigned supreme. It is high time 
this state of things came to an end. 1 learned 
that yesterday was a day big with the fate of 
this company. A general meeting was to be 
held in Dunedin to decide regarding future 
operations ; so it is possible that shortly they 
may present characteristics of a livelier 
nature, and by a vigorous renewal of work 
achieve that success which, though long de- 
layed, will be an almost certain result of per- 
severance in the mine. 

The Aurora triburers had a washing-up on 
Thursday last of 36 tons, yielding 29 ounces. 
Tills return is considered highly satisfactory, 
and the atone in the face is improving consi- 
derably in appearande. A new disco very was 
made near the eastern extremity of the lease 
a few days ago, of a leader carrying first-rate 
gold ; in fact, some of the specimens are equal 
to anything seen for a long time on Bendigo. 
The men are engaged opening a cut to get 
out a trial crushing, and if no great change 
takes place in the quartz, we may expect, as 
times go, rather a sensational return. The 
leader is from six inches to one foot in width, 
and is probably a concentration of the Aurora 
reef, which was sought for near the spot by 
the Victoria Company without success. 

There is nothing new to chronicle with re- 
gard to the Cromwell Company, except that 
— as I suppose, with a view to retrenchment, 
— a reduction has taken place in the number 
of hands employed. Messrs Hebden and 
Smith have left for Victoria, en route for the 
old country, or perchance the Roper. The 
.^rdinarv demonstrations at the departure of 
•o’d residents were in this instance conspicuous 
by their absence. It seems as if the age of 
presentations, and such-like bunkum, is on 
the wane, — for which let us be duly thank- 
ful. 

Mr Hugh M'Pherson, late of Rocky Point 
ferry, informs me that he has co.nplcted hi ! 
new ferry arrangements at Albertown, and I 
the punt works excellently well. He pur- ! 
poses shortly placing another punt on the 
Clutha, higher up, at a place called the Fork 
run. He says — with what truth 1 cannot 
vouch — that the Upper Clutha district is look- 
ing up ; it is at any rate refreshing to learn 
that one place in Otago is displaying a dis- 
position to go ahead. 

VVhat news from the Roper ? U the ofif-rs- 
peated query up here at the present time. 
Men’s minds are completely unsettled with 
speculations on the supposed new Eldorado. 
What warrant there is for the excitement re- 
mains yet to be learnt. If all those who have 
taken the fever carry out their expressed in- 
tention of visiting the far-off gold-field should 
favourable news be received, future New 
Zealand historians, like those of Mahomet- 
anism, will have “Hegira” to date from; 
and it will need all Dr Featheratone’s elo- 
quence to provide material to fill the breach 
in the colonisation of the country. “ Dis- 
tance lends enohantiiient to the view,” and 
although milder laws and taxation for the 
mining community may not prevent an exo- 
dus, it would be well for our legislators to 
bear the possible contingency in mind.

BATFLING A HOUSE. 

William Smith, lately residing at Welshtown, 
Bendigo, was charged, on the information of 
Sergeant Cassels, with an infraction of section 13 
of the Town and Country Police Ordinance 1862, 
— the defendant having (as the information al- 
leged) been unlawfully, interested in a certain 
lottery stated to have taken place at the Solway 
Hotel, Bendigo, on the 14th September. 

This case was brought into Court in order to 
test the legality of disposing of real property by 
so-called “ Estate Companies.” 

Sergeant Cassels prosecuted ; and Mr E. J. 
Wilson appeared as counsel for defendant. 

A plea of “ Not guilty” having been put in by 
defendant’s solicitor, the proseoator proceeded 
to call evidence in support of the charge, 

WiUiam Goodall, publican, of Bendigo, was 
sworn ; but objected to give evidence which 
might tend to involve himself in a similar charge 
to that preferred against the defendant Smith. 

The Bench sustained the objection, and the 
witness was discharged. 

Sergeant Cassels, sw'orn : On the 20th Sept. 

I served the defendant with a summons on the 
charge now preferre I against him. When serv- 
ing the summons, ilefeudatit said to me, “ Do 
you intend to press the charge ! I admit the 
offence, and Stanbrnok was the cause of it.” 
He told me Stanbrook had led him to believe 
the lottery would be quite lawful, aud he (defen- 
dant) was quite willing to pay any fine that 
might be inflicted. 1 remarked to Sniiili that I 
ha<l informed Stanbrook if the lottery did come 
off I would take cognisance of the matter and 
bring it before the Court. 

Thomas Downey, miner, [who gave his evidence 
apparently with much reluct-ance], sworn, stated ; 
I was present at a lottery held at the Solway 
Hotel on the 14th September. I acted as drawer, 
as I was not personally interested in the result. 
There were two bo.xcs. 1 drew from the box 
which contained the blanks and the prize-ticket. 
The tickets in the other box had the numbers 
and names written upon them. Goodall was de- 
clared the winner af the prize. Stanbrook was 
present, and took an active part in tlie proceed- 
ings. I think the prize was an iron house situ- 
ate at Welshtown, Bendigo. Goodall was not 
present. I do not know who got up the lottery, 
and cannot say who asked me to draw the 
tickets. 

Sergeant Cassels : The house was Smith’s, and 
he had been living in it ever since it w.as built. 

In .answer to the Bench, the Sergeant stated 
that Stanbrook had been summoned as a witness, 
but not subpoenaed. 

Mr Wilson briefly addressed the Court in de- 
fence, contending that no evidence had been 
brought to establish the charge made against his 
client. 

The Court considered the case proved, and 
fined the defendant 40s : together with 14s costs 
of Court, and 23s expenses for one witness 
(Downey). The witness Goodall— to save him- 
self from possible prosecution — having given no 
evidence, would be allowed no expenses. 

JOHN CLODE V, DANIEL MOORE. 

An adjourned case, in which the plaintiff 
claimed £3 for money lent. The defendant did 
not appear. Judgment given for the amount 
claimed, together with 9s costs.

Re-Yaccination. 



We have received from His Honor tin 
Superintendent the copy of- a circular it 
spatch from the Secretary of State fortl* 
Colonies, on tlie subject of Public VaccinaB 
tion. Prom this despatch we print the fc| 
lowing paper, — which may be found of 
rest, — upon “ Re-Vaccination,” prepared ii| 
the Medical -Department of the Privy Cmi, 
cil Office : — 

By vaccination in infancy, if thoron^!! 
well-performed and successful, most puoj. 
are completely insured, for their whole li:,] 
time, against an attack of small-pox ; unj 
the proportionately few cases where the |-t, 
tection is less complete, suiall-poif; if it I, 
caught, will, in consequence ol the vucoci 
tion, generally be so mild a disease as nui: 
threaten death or disiigureiueiit. If, lici 
ever, the vaceiiiatinn in early life have bri: 
but imperfeetly performed, or havefrum 
other cause been but imperfectly sueressiii^ 
the protection agniiist suiaU-]iox is imich 
satisfactory ; neitlwr hist.iiig so imig, 
while it lasts being nearly so complete, asiiK
